Sweeping over this section w ith a 
velocity of forty miles an hour a w ind­ 
storm, starting about 4.80 o'clock Sun

and other movable things droppod 
in 
the face of the w intry blasts. 
The large wooden sigu on top of the

store 
building watt blown 
over, falling into Yerk street and ta k ­ 
ing with it part of two chimneys.

number of town chimneys went r a ttl­ 
ing down over the roofs, 
making a 
great racket and alarm ing the occu­ 
pants of the bouses 
Tin roofs were 
taken off ofjja few small buildings and 
tim weather vane on top of the Court 
House cupola was leaning at an 
of forty live degrees when early 
took a look ut the town clock.

ported, trees being the principal things 
to 
get 
caught.

suffered somewhat, 
Prothonotary -elect 
T.

Mebring tieing one of 
those reporting every abock*in the field 
leveled 
Bishop Albert Hollinger had 
his fodder stack blown over and other 
damage of a like nature has been told 
by various farmers. 
I be apple belt 
reports 
some damage from cold as 
many apples te d been picked and were 
lying on the ground ready for packing 
From York Springs came the 
report 
that about five hundred barrels were 
spoiled in that section. 
Fortunately 
the storm cam# after the picking bad 
been completed and moot of the fruit 
I had been barreled. 


The heavy rain wdich preceded the 
wind storm and made muddy roads was 
soon forgotten for the wind dried off 
, roads thoroughly in most places and 
there wereafew signs of the great down 
pour of Sunday afternoon.

ll to 0. Though up against a stronger 
and latter team the orange and blue 
fought gamely from start to finish and 
bad several good chances to win but 
were 
always 
penalized 
by official* 
when a score was in sight, use of the 
penalties being so manifestly object­ 
ionable as to cause talk of protesting 
the game to the Rulea Committee. 


T h at Gettysburg was up agsinst a 
far tu]*erior team 
was demonstrated 
before the game 
bad progressed five 
minutes 
Throughont^tbe entire con­ 
test only once did Gettysburg secure 
the liall on downs and it was not until 
late in the third period that the orange 
and blue was able to advance the ball 
ten yards in the prescribed ii urn lier « f 
downs. 
Gettysburg 
made 
only six 
first downs in the entire game 
Get 
tysburg gained less than ten yards in 
running flack punts 
while Carlisle 
failed only once to make a material 
gain. 
Gettysburg’s tackling was of 
the kind which might be exacted of 
high school boys, catching a 
runner 
about the shoulders being their usual 
method of trying to bring hun down. 
and frequently 
letting the man go 
after be had fallen. Dickinson’* tack­ 
les were clean and good and 
when a 
man dropfied be bad no chance to get 
free. 


in punting alone did Gettysburg ex­ 
cel. 
Dayboff more than matching his 
opponent while Myers far outpunted 
Dickinson after be succeeded l>a\boff. 
But in face of the dearly demon* frat 
ed superiority of Dickinsen, Getty* 
burg cauld have won had 'I not tieen 
for penalties imposed by the officials. 
Dickinson made their first

The referee claimed Dickinson wa* off

B ru m b a u g h declined 
the penalty, when the lim aman run bed 
in and said that it 
was Gettysburg 
that had been off side and the touch 
down was not allowed to count.

on this that'the game will lie protested 
if such action it taken at all.

Again in the 
fourth 
period with 
Gettysbutg making their only consist 
ent gains of the game the 
flail had 
been worked to the twenty three yard 
line when Myers Unpiled 
flack as if 
for a drop kick. He made a clean for­ 
ward pas* instead and the ball was 
carried to the six yard 
line. 
Again 
the referee interfered, Dickinson secur­ 
ed the ball and Gettysburg's chances 
were at an end. 
Within the last few minutes of play 
with darkne** falling fast a Dickinson 
man eluded the Gettysburg defense 
and ran sixty yard* for a touchdown 
completing the scoring. 
The game throughout was slowly 
played and there was little 
to make 
things interesting for the large crowd 
of spectator*. 
Gettysburg adherents 
were there from many towns and much 
indignation was expressed over the 
officials’ decisions, though the 
treat­ 
ment from Dickinson’s team was all 
that could have been desired.

County will lie among the three hundred 
thousand girls and txiys in the thiid 
and fourth clos* school 
districts of 
Pennsylvania who are to fie safeguard 
ed from the undiscovered 
ill* which 
menace their health and general well 
being. 


All the 
preliminary arrangement* 
for the work of medical inspection 
bavo been completed by Dr. 
Samuel 
G. Dixon,Commissioner of Health and 
during the coining 
week the actual 
work will tiegin throughout the 82! 
borough* and 4tfO township* which are 
to recieve the benefit of the act of As 
semhiy authorizing 
this 
protective 
measure. 
It will take the 500 physicians who 
will fie appointer! for the task, about 
two week* to complete the work in the 
field. 
When this is done all the re 
jiorts will lie sent to the Department 
of Health where they will fie studied 
carefully and where ever a record is 
found of a child who is deficient in 
sight, hearing or otherw ise in need of 
attention the parents will lie notified 
by the Commissioner. 
In no instance 
w 11l*the doctor making the inspection, 
communicate direct with the parent* 
This will he done 
by Dr. 
Dixon 
through the teachers, who will receive 
a 
duplicate re)iort which they are 
required to keep until the end of the 
school. 
In addition to the examination of 
the pupil* the medical inspector will 
make a thorough report on the sani­ 
tary conditions of the school

PROTECT TREES FROM RABBITS 
Much injury i* annually caused by 
mice and rabbits which eat the hark 
from the trunk* of yoeug 
fruit trees 
in the orchard* of the state during the 
time snow cover* the ground in win 
tor. The following letter from Profes­ 
sor Surface, economic zoologist, 
to a 
eorre*|»ondent. on this subject, may lie 
found of use to other* 
"Replying to your 
letter asking 
for information concerning the lieat 
waih to put'on your trees to protect 
them from mice and rabbict*. I can Ray 
that there i* nothing better than the 
lime sulphur solution, ladled with the 
sediment in ll and applied with a 
brush, or with a spray pump by 
re­ 
moving the nozzle from the end of the 
extension rod and forcing the liquid 
out in a jet directly over the trunk of 
the tree. 
For this purpose I prefer 
the old fashioned I7j22 -’>u borne buller 
formula. bemuse of the sediment that 
ia thus left,and which become* impor­ 
tant for protection. By this formula I 
mean, boiling one 
bour, seventeen 
pound* of sulphur and twenty two of 
lime, in enough water to boil it, and 
afterward adding water to muke fifty 
gallon*. 
This a* a spray formula ha* 
been aliandoned tor the Cordley 
for­ 
mula for making concentrated lime 
sulphur solution. 
"T he co n cen tra ted formula conaists 
of boiling two pounds of finely divi led 
aulphur of any commercial kind with 
one pound of gu-d fresh quick lime of 
any kind, for one hour, in one gallon 
of water 
T h is is to be strained and 
stored as long aa desired, and when 
used, add seven tune* 
its 
bulk of 
water. 
The advantage of the new for­ 
mula is the a1 *h-nod ef sediment, and 
that it can be stored without crystal­ 
lization 
"In treatingjyour tree* to prevent 


m i c e a n d rabbits you need 
the sedi 
tnent present, but the old formula 
should be used at once after making 
it 
With the new formula it can ba 
stored aa long as you wish. 
" I proved three years ago that trees 
could tm protected from borers, mica 
and 
rubhit* by painting, washing or 
spraying them twice per year vile.the 
first of Jon* and the first of December 
or January, with this material. 
If it 
should wash oft the trunks outlie trees, 
so that there will be eviuenee of mice 
or rabbit* attacking them during the 
winter, make another application at 
once. 
In fact, alaunt any 
combina­ 
tion of limejand sulphur boiled togeth­ 
er for a short time, 
applied 
to 
the 
tree*, will prevent injury by mica a te 
rabbits, and will destroy such insect* 
and disease germs a* it touches, a te 
will not injure the tree. "

In ugly terms they "call down” the 
offi< ials for arresting suspects, and 
say that ll the police want to know 
who did the shooting which caused 
the death of Baker Kauffman, they 
should call up “The Big Four—Potts 
town.” One of the letters is a direct 
threat on Sergeant Hermann a life. 
Neither of tho letters have disturb­ 
ed Germain!. He said: 
‘ W e’ll land tins gang, if wo haven't 
already a part of it.” 


To View Suspects. 


Elmer and James Klvinghouse and 
Albert Sweitzer, three of the suspects, 
are still In custody, and the police 
think they know something about the 
affair. Mrs. Kaufman will look them 
over as soon as she is able. 
in hunting up a clew at Millmont 
the police got to the home of la s te r 
Shoroski, a grocer, by mistake They 
demanded admission, which we de 
nied, because the family thought the 
officers were hold-up men. Thereupon 
a volley of bullets was tired between 
the two parties and Shoroski 
was 
shot In the leg 
One of the bones was 
badly shattered and medical aid had 
to be summoned 
Shoroski threatens 
to swear out warrants tor the arrest 
of the officers. 
Never in the history of the county 
was there so much interest taken in 
a murder as that of Kauffman. 
His 
wife is still in a critical condition and 
her life was despaired of Sunday, but 
later she rallied somewhat.

DENOUNCES RACE SUICIDE 


Pastor Quotas Statistics of Couple* 
Ho H at Married. 
Baltimore, Nov. 13.—Race 
suicide 
was strongly denounced in rn pointed 
sermon preached by Rev. Dr. W illiam 
Rosenau at the Eutaw Place Temple. 
His topic waa the blessing of chil­ 
dren, and his text: ‘‘Lo, children are 
an heritage of the Lord.” 
In his sermon he claimed th at the 
people had drifted away from the 
Biblical standard, and th# blessing of 
children was not generally appreciat­ 
ed. He said: 
‘‘Between Sept. I, 1892, when I came 
here, and Jan. I, 1911, I have perform ­ 
ed 362 m arriages. Ninety couples I 
have lost track of, and of the other 
272 couples 128 remained without is­ 
sue and 144 couples have been bless­ 
ed with progeny. Of these 85 couples 
have one child each, 51 couples two 
children, five couples three children, 
two couples four children and one 
couple six children, making in all 216 
children as the result of 544 persons 
joined In wedlock. 
‘‘Let It be rem em bered that no one 
has the right to enter wedlock either 
as husband or wife who is not willing 
to perform either paternal or m ater­ 
nal responsibilities. Race suicide is a 
three fold crime. It Is a crime against 
self, it is a crime against the race and 
It Is a crime against God.”

The com m issioner has been called 
upon to decide w hether or not “solid 
whiskey" is taxable for federal reve­ 
nue purposes. 
This new substance comes from tho 
prohibition state of Kansas, and Its 
Inventor says th at It does not come 
within the internal revenue tax laws 
because those statutes refer only to 
whiskey as a liquid.

FLOCK MANAGEMENT. 


A lfalfa a Good Roughage For Brooding 
•hoop. 
In selecting the rams the aim should 
be to choose those that are strong in 
the points on which the ewes ar* 
weak. 
For Instance, ewes with quit* 
open coats and narrow in the cheet 
should he bred to a ram particularly 
■trong in these points. 
By this meth­ 
od a very uniform flock may be es­ 
tablished In * few year*. 
It la a good; 
practice to turn th* rain with the ewe* 
In the evening after he ha* been fed 
and take him out In the morning, 
when he is again fed. 
A rani In serv­ 
ice should be well fed. 
Bran and 
oats, with clover hay and a few roots 
of cabbage, make a good ration for a 
breeding ram. 
In three weeks after the commence­ 
ment of breeding the majority of the 
ewes should be with lamb lf the ram 
is in proper condition when turned In. 
In order to Insure all of the ewes get­ 
ting with lamb the ram may be left In 
for five or six week*, as a few ewe! 
usually conceive very late. 
The best roughage for breeding ewe* 
seem* to be alfalfa and clover hay, 
shredded cornstalks and oat straw or 
bay. varying In value In the order 
named. 
A few bundles of corn fodder 
may be fed to the breeding flock, but 
this must be used sparingly in order 
to prevent the ewes from getting too 
fat from the corn lo the fodder and 
thereby causing trouble at lambing 
time. 
It Is very profitable to give 
some succulent feed during the winter 
months, and ewes will come through 
the winter In better condition and 
with a heavier milk how than lf on 
dry feed alone, and the death loss will 
also Ive less 
Well matured, bright silage Ie an 
excellent feed if given in quantities of 
shout two pounds per day to each 
sheep. 
After lambing this may be In­ 
creased. but care should be taken not 
to overfeed ew*-* at this time, as too 
much silage I* apt to give the young 
lambs the white acoura, which usually 
prove* fatal. 
Boots are the very best 
succulent feed obtainable for sheep, 
hut It is sometimes difficult to secure a 
full crop, 
if an abundance of rough­ 
age I* at hand It will not tie necessary 
to grain the ewe* until within a month 
of lambing. 
I find that oats and bran, 
with a small quantity of ollmeal, make 
the beet grain ration, fed in quantities 
sufficient to keep the ewes In thrifty 
condition. 


Feed and Fecundity. 
Dr. Heed Hunt of Washington seems 
to have discovered that the fecundity 
of female* depend* upon the food eat­ 
en and Its effect upon the thyroid 
gland. 
In experimenting with mice 
he fed one group on oatmeal and liver, 
and they produced no young. Another 
group was fed on crackers, milk and 
eggs, and they produced 101 young In 
the same time In which a third group, 
fed on cornmeal and milk, had pro­ 
duced sixty-nine young. 
Application 
of these facts Is made in showing 
that sows which ars fed on corn alone 
or even corn with milk will produce 
smaller litter* than do tboee which 
have a ration of alfalfa a ld corn.
